SUN! WAR CLOUD 


OnThe Warpath Against 
Wrestlings Bad Guys!

HEN SUNI WAR 

CLOUD, the Yaqui 
Indian mat veteran, first invaded 
the Southern California wrestling 
scene, in January of 1971, lis 
potential was not placed very high 
by the local wrestling experts. 

One of the reasons for this was 
that War Cloud appeared not 
heavy enough to compete with 
today’s 250—300 pound mat men. 
His 225 pounds was not enough, 
they said, to make him a 
consistent winner. Secondly, who 
had really heard of War Cloud, 
before his initial Los Angeles area 
appearance? 

Well, in offsetting his weight 
disadvantage, Suni countered with 
a superb amount of wrestling skill 
and knowledge. The reason that 
‘the fans hadn’t heard of him, 
previously, was due to the fact 
that War Cloud stayed primarily 
around the Memphis, Tennessee, 
area, not one of the more 
publicized regions. 

In his first major bout he 
proved his durability by fighting 
the “Great Goliath” to a time 
limit draw. 

Suni was then matched with the 
crazyman from New York City, 
“Wildman” Jack Armstrong. The 
two fought tooth and nail, but in 
the end it was War Cloud who 
came out with the victory.

really gets in your blood after a while. “Once an 
actor, always an actor,” they say. Well, I’m not an 
actor, but I know what it feels like to get something 
in your blood, to get really hung up on something 
and not be able to quit. I’m a wrestler, and my saying 
is, “Once a wrestler, always a wrestler.” 

I started wrestling as a kid, in school. By the time I 
was in high school, I was captain of the school’s 
wrestling team. Oh, I went out for other sports — I 
played football and was on the swimming team — but 
wrestling was my favorite. Pretty soon I was getting 
involved in the pro-am matches in my home town, 
where wrestling was a pretty big thing, not like in 
some places where it’s football, football, football. 

I guess you could say that by the time I graduated 
from high school, I was pretty much of a full-fledged 
wrestler. Though my folks, especially my mom, who 
had hoped I'd do something “more respectable,” 
weren’t thrilled, I knew I wanted to wrestle for a 
living. 

After school I went in the service, and again, I kept 
my hand in the wrestling game. I'd get involved in 
amateur matches on the base, and more often than 
not, I won them. By the time I got my discharge, I 
was in tip top physical shape and ready to face the 
world as a professional wrestler. 


‘TEeve A STORY around about how acting 


I spent the next few years completely dedicated to 
wrestling. Oh, I had various girlfriends and I enjoyed 
other things besides the sport, things like movies and 
parties and all that. But the main thing on my mind 
was making a name for myself as a wrestler. 

By the time I was twenty-five, I was pretty well- 
known all over the East Coast. I’d won a good record 
of bouts and was receiving recognition as a formid- 
able opponent. Then I met Karen. 

Karen was the girl I’d been looking for ever since 
the opposite sex had become important to me. She 
was petite and attractive, with big brown eyes that 
melted my heart. I’d met her one winter day when I 
went ice skating. She was skating with a bunch of her 
girlfriends, and we sort of struck up a conversation, 
and things went on from there. 

After about four months of dating, I realized I was 
pretty serious about Karen — more serious than I'd 
been about any other female. There was one thing 
about Karen that really got me — she had plenty of 
class. 

Everything Karen did, she did with class. She had 
style.

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to Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg, Hamilton but I kept 
getting refused by him. The promoter also didn’t take 
me too serious for they thought that I was just a big 
kid with a big mouth trying to cause trouble. I finally 
followed Ivon to the United States and in 
Minneapolis I had my opportunity. Ivon, during his 
match, was having a difficult time with his opponent 
and then all of a sudden he was being double-teamed. 

“I got extremely angry and ran into the ring. I 
succeeded to do the best I could in my crude style of 
wrestling and I threw those guys around. After this 
incident, Ivon and I finally got to know each other. It 
has been seven years since that incident and from that 
day, Ivon has guided my career.” 

When asked about his occupation prior to turning 
professional, Kalmikoff replied that Igor was a 
professional strongman. “In fact Igor is the strongest 
man in the ring today. He can perform feats of 
strength that no other wrestler can match. He has 
lifted a Volkswagen with two people inside, for a 
total weight of 2550 pounds! He has also lifted up a 
1,100 pound horse. Igor has demonstrated these, plus 
many other feats of strength on occasion.”

Igor is a good natured person outside of the ring 
but once that bell rings Igor is ready for action. He

He better 
watch it, for the next time I will use some magic of 
my own,” Igor angrily exclaimed. 

Igor, usually soft-spoken, is really determined to 
get back at the Sheik. “Igor wants more than 
anything to face that man again,” says Kalmikoff.

N THE GRAND tradition of 
| Lord “Jimmy” Blears of 
Honolulu, Classy Fred Blassie has 
become a legend in his own time. 
Today, Blassie’s fans number in 
the hundreds of thousands, and 
when Fred “‘socks it to ’em”, they 
cheer their lungs out. 

For a man who has broken 
almost every bone in his body, 
Blassie at 43 is a 240-pound ball 
of dynamite. And look out when 
his fuse is lit! 

Recently, Blassie — the only 
pro wrestler in the world who files 
his teeth to razor sharpness before 
each fight — tore into Pencil-Neck 
Geek’s forehead with his front 
teeth. No trick is too dirty for the 
“blond vampire’, Blassie’s nick- 
name among his unlucky victims. 

Of course, the six-foot giant 
takes his lumps also. To be exact, 
Blassie’s injuries include 12 
broken ribs, two broken elbows, a 
broken wrist, five broken fingers, 
and one broken back. He also lost 
the use of his right eye during a 
match when The Weasel threw 
iodine into it. Ouch! 

“Hell, that’s nothin’,” Fred said 
one night after a tough fight with 
the Colt. “I been stabbed ten 
times by people outside the ring!” 
He recalls one time finding a knife

in his calf during a match. He 
went to his dressing room, but 
couldn’t find the doctor. So he sat 
down, pulled the blade out of his 
leg, gave himself some first aid and 
hobbled home. 

“My wife, Miyako, wants me to 
quit,” he said. “But why quit 
when you're earning a hundred 
grand a year?” 

We are sure nobody would 
argue with Fred (for more reasons 
than one), but besides the physical 
punishment he must endure from 
the wrestlers and the crowds, 
Blassie maintains an unusually 
hard schedule on the road. A 
typical week in the fighter’s life 


will take him to six different 
towns on six different nights. One 
night he’ll be in Honolulu, the 
next in New York City, and the 
night after that in Los Angeles, 
California. 

His work keeps him on the road 
constantly, which is hard on the 
homelife (this is Fred’s second 
marriage), but it also has its 
rewards. Blassie’s 25 years of hard 
work as a professional wrestler 
have paid off. In the past year he 
has become a darling of the 
crowd, He was even named Los 
Angeles’ Wrestler of the Year 
recently, when he jumped in to 
help a couple of Latin wrestlers 
who were getting beat pretty bad 
in a tag team match. 

As Blassie recalls: “There’s no 
surer road to success in Los 
Angeles than by helping a 
Mexican-American partner in a 
jam. Those taco-eatin’ crowds out 
there gobble it up.” 

Actually, Fred is a quiet sort of 
guy outside of the ring. When he’s 
home, Mrs. Blassie says his favor- 
ite pastime is gardening. 

“Freddie is a wonder in the 
garden,” said Mrs. Blassie recently 
at their plush ranch-style home in 
Los Angeles. “He must have a 
green thumb, what with all the 
fruits and vegetables he makes 
grow in the backyard.”

ONE OF WRESTLING’S MORE STARTLING TRANSFORMAT 


THE RETURN OF DR.

N THE FALL OF 1967 a mask- 
| ed wrestler came upon the 
scene in the midwest and called 
himself, Dr. X. For the next 3 
years he dominated AWA wres- 
tling. No one was hated more and 
every time he wrestled, the arena 
was the scene of thousands of fans 
shouting “quack, quack” or blow- 
ing duck calls to let him know 
what they thought of this “doc- 
tor” business and to call attention 
to the fact that his mask made 
him look like a duck. Messages 
were carefully drawn on card- 
board or banners to further iritate 
him. But in the long run, every 
evening he headlined the show, it 
was the crowd, in the final analy- 
sis that was irritated. Dr. X would 
often times use some foreign ob- 
ject to win a match or simply 
when the going got rough, leave 
the ring for the dressing room, 
concluding the match with his 
being counted out. The fans were 
left frustrated in either case, as 
they came with the fervent hope 
that he would be pinned or'con- 
cede in two falls so that he would 
be forced to unmask and reveal his 
identity. But it didn’t happen — 
even when he was matched against 
the likes of Dick the Bruiser, or 
the Crusher, or Billy “Red” 
Lyons, or Bill Watts, or Pepper 
Gomez. 

1971 was a year that midwest 
fans found they missed the hated 
Dr. X. If he was an unpopular

wrestler it was also true that he 
was a most exciting one. Then as 


1971 .was coming to its con- 
clusion, Dr. X returned. Now he is 
once again headlining matches 
around the American Wrestling 
Alliance circuit. But things are 
different! No longer do fans shout 
“quack, quack” to disturb his con- 
centration or bring banners or live 
ducks to taunt him; these things 
have been replaced by loud, 
genuine cheers when he goes into 
action. He still uses his foreign 
object and still struts around the 
ring, but now when he does such 
things he finds that he has the 
approval of the fans. 

Why have the fans changed 
their attitude toward Dr. X? The 
reason is simple — Dr. X decided 
he wanted the acceptance of the 
fans, and being a wrestler who is 
quite capable of scientific wrest- 
ling, became disgusted with his 
past methods. With more and 
more of the knowledgeable wrest- 
ling fans knowing his true identity 
he no longer had that to protect 
or use as a gimmick to attract all 
the fans. After a worldwide tour 
that covered most of 1971, Dr. X 
returned to Minneapolis and asked 
promoter Wally Karbo to give him 
some matches with the hated 
AWA wrestlers as he wanted to 
change his style and wrestle ac- 
cording to the rules. Karbo agreed, 
and his first match in St. Paul was

UITE POSSIBLY the best wrestler in the world 
is a young man from England in his early 
thirties, Billy Robinson, In the past few years, Billy 
has held a wrestling championship most of the time 
he has resided in his homeland of England. When he 
toured Japan he gained their championship. His 
matches with the reknown Karl Gotch were the 
epitome of scientific wrestling, as neither wrestler 
could do more than draw with his rival. Wrestling fans 
in America haye had little chance prior to 1971 to 
judge the abilities of Robinson, who had confined his 
wrestling in North America primarily to western 
Canada, 

However in 1971 the American Wrestling Alliance 
was able to lure Robinson into competing with other 
AWA wrestlers around the midwest cities that make 
up their circuit. Billy broke into the area in sensation- 
al style by defeating Kobayashi, one of Japan’s 
leading heavyweights, who was touring America. This 
match was televised and allowed thousands of wrest- 
ling fans in the midwest to view his spectacular debut. 
To proye his first match was not the accident that 
Kobayashi’s manager, the Big K, claimed it was, Billy 


wrestled Kobayashi in several AWA cities with ‘the 
same result each time. 

Many wrestlers, and even stories about wrestlers, 
ignore some of the losses they have been handed and 
boast that they are undefeated, but in the case of 
Billy Robinson it is a fact that he has not lost a match 
caused by concession or having his shoulders pinned. 
Some of wrestling’s rougher wrestlers can make that 
claim due to the fact they are often disqualified, but 
of course, Robinson does not use such a style. Billy’s 
record is even more impressive when one takes i 
consideration the fact he is usually matched a 
the roughest of opponents. Ray Stevens, Nick Bock- 
winkel, and BlackJack Lanza rate as his toughest 
competition to date and he has lost to each of these 
men at one time or another because in the heat of 
battle they were flipped over the top rope, grounds 
for immediate disqualification in the AWA, but 
Robinson has also defeated those top calibre 
opponents, something they cannot also claim. Lars 
Anderson, the Big K, Hans Schmidt. Larry Hennig, 
and Ox Baker are other roughhouse grapplers of

The Wrestler

Little Bit 
Different!

VERY PROFESSIONAL WRESTLER is good; 

there are none who absolutely cannot wrestle on 
the mat. True, there are those who can do better than 
others but, on a majority rule, every wrestler is a 
good wrestler. 

Irish Pat Barrett, however, is just a little bit 
different in more ways than one when it comes to 
being a topflight wrestler, one who is at the top of 
the ratings where he is today. 

“My style of wrestling,” Pat informs, “is a style 
similar to many wrestlers who wrestle scientifically 
and according to the rules, or who at least try to 
wrestle by the rules. I, however, play by ear. Yes, I do 
try to obey the referee and his rules but on many 
occasions my opponent drives me to cheating the way 
he is. 

“For example, if I’m wrestling Paul DeMarco and 
he keeps hitting me in the face and hiding it by a 
headlock so the referee can’t see it, I’m going to 
explode and do likewise to him. It’s just natural. 

“On the other hand, if I’m wrestling someone like 
Bruno Sammartino or Pepper Gomez who has com- 
plete respect for the rules, I'll wrestle with them also 
and it will be a good, interesting match.” 

Take the night in San Francisco, for example, 
when he wrestled Ciclon Negro. The latter pays 
complete attention for the rules, so when the two got 
together in the ring that night it was quite a match. 


Negro had the upper hand during the first few 
moments of the match with armlocks and leglocks, 
but, soon enough, the Irishman took over with 
headlocks and flying tackles. 

It was quite a match from start to finish, one fans 
in the Bay Area enjoyed seeing for, nowadays with 
wrestlers constantly breaking the rules, like Pat 
Patterson, Kinji Shibuya, The Sheik, etc., a fan 
seldom gets the chance to see such a display of good 
talent as was seen that night. 

And obviously, Barrett enjoys such wrestling. The 
“scientific” stuff is right up his alley, something 
Barrett can do with confidence and sheer pride for he 
knows the holds and how to, properly use them. 

Holding the Irish Heavyweight Wrestling Champ- 
ionship for a lengthy amount of time, Barrett weights 
241 pounds and stands 5°10%” tall, and is one of the 
most popular men in wrestling. 

Barrett, as a youngster, devoted much of his time 
to playing soccer. In fact, he knew how to play soccer 
not long after he knew how to walk. 

At 12 years old he began wrestling, merely, playing 
with friends in Ireland and scuffling just for fun. 
Little did he know he would be doing likewise, 
except, of course, with rough and tough wrestlers, 
this time, however, for pay — good pay. 

Still attending school, Barrett won three amateur 
championships while traveling throughout England.

Meanwhile, when neither wrestling nor studying, Pat 
built his body up, lifting weights, exercising and 


running. ; 
Soon, at the mere age of 20, Barrett debuted as a 
pro in the wrestling game. - 


“My first match,” he recalls, “was a 15-minute 
time limit draw. From then on for a while, I was 
wrestling in smaller arenas throughout England.” 

Today, however, it’s a different story. Pat is seen in 
nothing but main events or special attractions. 

Why? 

Take a look at his record, nothing proves anything 
more than facts. And, mind you, the facts are there. 

By now, the Irishman has been all across the world. 

For example, after England, Barrett found himself 
in France, Germany, Austria, Italy, Belgium and 
Spain. 

Since his wrestling tours there, he has seen Africa, 
South America and the Far East, where. he found 
such places as New Zealand and Hong Kong to his 
liking. 

While in England, he was voted, “England’s TV 
Wrestler of the Year,” holding that laurel for quite 
some time until, of course, he decided to leaye there 
for the United States. 

He has been all over the United States, as well. San 
Francisco and Hawaii are two of his favorite wrestling 
areas to perform in, simply because, as he puts it, fans 


are wonderful, the promoters are great and the 
competition couldn’t be rougher. 

He and another Dublin native. Timothy Geoghan, 
teamed to win the Canadian tag team championship, 
They wrestled at the top of the pile for eight 
consecutive months until they were suddenly forced 
apart because Geoghan was forced out of action due 
to leg injuries. 

From there he captured the Irish heavyweight 
wrestling championship and defended that success- 
fully, until losing it on a later date. 

Barrett, incidentally, is all alone when entering the 
ring. Well, almost all alone. Just he and his shillelagh 
enter the ring. 

His shillelagh is put around the corner post and 
remains there until the match is over. Unless, of 
course, his opponent gets a bit out of line, and brings 
the object himself and puts it to a good use — on 
Barrett’s head. 

When that happens, Patty grabs his shillelagh and 
clobbers his foe, obviously indicating he has been 
beaten at his game. 

“I developed my finishing hold myself.” Pat said 
with well deserved pride. 

“It’s called the Gaelic Spinning Toe Hold. It’s a 
leglock which sees me twisting my opponents legs, 
near his ankles, certainly doing no good to his legs.

B during his tour of Japan, according to my 
source over there, but mainly wrestled in six-man tag 
matches. Bruno did meet Japan’s greatest wrestler, 
Shohei Baba, in a singles match, but the bout ended 
with both wrestlers fighting outside the ring . . . Baba 
continues to improve on his fantastic record by also 
going to a no contest with Killer Kowalski and 
defeating Cowboy Bob Ellis and Terry Funk... 
Terry did manage to team with brother Dory to 
defeat Baba and Japan’s 2nd best wrestler, Antonio 
Inoki in a tag team bout. 

Bulldog Brown, at this writing is the area champ- 
ion in British Columbia, but suffered some close calls 
at the hands of Mark Lewin and Don Leo Jonathan. 
Lewin clamped on his sleeper hold during their final 
fall, but in struggling to get free, Brown knocked 
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them both out of the ring where they were counted 
out. In Jonathan’s case, he had taken the first fall 
with a dropkick and airplane spin, but then injured 
himself when he missed a dropkick and fell into the 
ropes, and could not continue... By this time I 
assume Brown has broken the record for straight 
appearances in Vancouver main events. The record 
had been 15 held by John Tolos in 1966. Brown was 
given a match with NWA Champ, Dory Funk Jr., but 
it ended with Brown being disqualified, a familiar 
conclusion to many of roughhouser Brown’s 
bouts . . . Mark Lewin won an 11-man battle royal in 
Victoria, B.C. with Brown being the last man 
eliminated. 

The big feud in Oregon is between Dutch Savage 
and Perth, Australia’s Johnny Boyd. These are two of 
the roughest wrestlers anywhere with Boyd’s elbow 
smashes and Savage’s karate thrusts and piledriver, 
among the most devastating of holds. They have been

“Once I do this a few times and 
finally decide to apply some 
pressure, my foe’s done for the 
night. He has been beaten and, 
more times than one, my 
opponent has to be helped to the 
dressing rooms.” 

Pat’s Irish temper has been 
known to explode, it has exploded 
before, something which saw him 
clobber his foe with his shillelagh 
and another occasion saw him re- 
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fusing to let his tormentor go 
from his finishing hold. 

When’s he free from wrestling 
and when he is free from traveling 
to and’ from his destination to 
wrestle, Pat has many hobbies he 
enjoys doing. 

He can be found celebrating all 
Irish holidays, he often indulges in 
chess and swimming and he’s a nut 
when it comes to cycling. 

But, he seldom has any free 
time. 

Promoters constantly are in de- 
mand for him, the fans want to 
see him in action and tag teamers 
want him as well. 

His opponents, however, wish 
he’d quit wrestling, for there’s 
nothing more dangerous than Irish 
Pat Barrett on the warpath. 

Definitely an extremely nice 
guy, the likeable Pat Barrett 
should remain at the top of the 
ratings just so long as his loyalty — 
and ability — towards the sport 
remain.

the twenty count, Martin hadn’t 
re-entered the ring so he was 
counted out. 

As a result, he, Gomez, and 
Maivia, lost to Collins, Sasaki and 
DeMarco. 

Don’t think that’s the end of it, 
though. 

Martin was in such bad shape 
the doctor put white bandages 
around his eyes and forced him to 
wear prescribed sunglasses for 
almost two weeks. 

In fact, he was out of wrestling 
for two weeks so you may be sure 
when he sees Sasaki, the Japanese 
will wish he had killed Martin 
rather than merely injured him. 

But, that wasn’t all the action 
that took place in the city by the 
Golden Gate, 


Rocky Johnson, the United 


States Champion, defended his 
title in what turned out to be one 
of the wildest matches ever, 
against Pat Patterson. 

Patterson won the opening fall 
of action with his “Bombs-Away 
Attack,” which sees him leaping 
from the top rope strand onto his 
opponent’s throat, knee first. 

Patterson, a few moments 
earlier, enjoyed himself thorough- 
ly as he slammed the soulman’s 
head into the post, opening a cut 
on his forehead. 

The second fall had Johnson in 
a tizzy as he worked over Patter- 
son, turning tables around by 
slamming his head into the post 
twice, opening a deep cut on his 
forehead as well. 

The referee, finally getting a 
chance to check Patterson’s head- 
cuts, ruled he was too bloody to 
continue warfare, giving the third 
and second falls to Johnson. 

This meant the soulman was the 
winner of the match and also re- 
tained his claim to the United 
States Heavyweight Wrestling 
Championship.

“But what I can never get used 
to,” says Blassie eyeing the screen 
sadly, when my fans hoot and 
hiss at me.

“Ya know,” he continues, “my 
life wasn’t always a bowl of 
peaches ‘n cream. There were 
times when I went real hungry. 
Like back in ’43 when I had my 
first match in St. Louie. 1 made 
50¢ on that one. Fifty cents. Can 
ya imagine? And then the bos 
my promoter, lends me five bucks 
to get to my next match, I had to 
wrestle 10 times for that guy to 
pay it back,” he sighs. 

Now things haye changed and 
Blassie begs no more, To see him 
strut across that ring, wearing his 
star-spangled bolero jacket and his 
championship belt, to watch him 
swell his chest in triumph and 
sneer at his opponent, one would 
never guess at all the things Fred 
has seen and known in his life. 

The bleached-blond giant, 
whose voice rumbles like thunde! 
has truly seen some action. There 
was the time his car was almost 
washed away by a tidal wave while 
he was on vacation in Hawaii. The 
man-mountain ran to the vehicle, 
locked one arm around the blue 
Chevy’s fender and the other 
around a nearby palm tree. 

“When that wave hit,” he 
recalls, “I thought to God Al- 
mighty I was dead. I guess I’m the 
only man alive who has prayed 
underwater and lived to tell about 
it.” But he saved hi r.

against Ray Stevens and it resulted 
in a no contest. It was a rough 
match but the fans missing Dr. X 
and disliking Stevens, found they 
were sitting there hoping Dr. X 
would win. 

Then on television Dr. X was 
teamed with an old partner of his, 
Larry “Pretty Boy” Hennig to 
take on a couple of preliminary 
wrestlers. Hennig’s normal partner 
had his wrist in a cast and could 
not take part. Dr. X surprised the 


fans by wrestling by the rules of 
good sportsmanship and the 
difference between having Dr. X 
and Hennig in the ring was as 
much as between night and day. 
Hennig became irked at Dr. X’s 
refusal to double-team or resort to 
illegal maneuyers and when 
Hennig was beaten in the first fall: 
without Dr. X coming in to inter- 
fere, he was furious. Hennig took 
out his spite on his two foes in the 
second fall, using his metal object. 
Again Dr. X disapproved and this 
time showed it in a more active 
way by coming into the ring after 
Hennig had won the fall and show- 
ing the referee what Hennig had 
used. Naturally the referee re- 
yersed the decision and Hennig & 
Dr. X had lost two straight falls. 
Hennig went after Dr. X with help 
from tag partner Lars Anderson 
who entered the ring and began 
using his cast. Soon Dr. X was 
helpless as the metal object and 
cast had inflicted gashes in Dr. X’s 
head and he was bleeding through 
his mask. In fact he was soon left 
helpless and if it had not been for 
some of the other wrestlers in the 
studio coming to his aid, it would 
haye been much worse. 

Since this time Dr. X has 
engaged in quite a feud with 
Hennig and Anderson in wrestling 
rings in most AWA cities, both in 
singles matches and tag team 
affairs. The result of each match 
has depended on who has used 
their foreign object first and/or 
the most. Dr. X’s record with both 
Henning & Anderson in singles 
matches is about equal. To in- 
crease his popularity, Dr. X has 
taken tag team matches with 
many popular wrestlers (who use 
to be his enemy) as partners. With 
The Crusher, Red Bastien, Billy 
Robinson, and Dick the Bruiser as 
partners, Dr. X has done battle 
with Hennig & Anderson, Bock- 
winkel & Stevens, and Lanza & 
Mulligan. 

It was BlackJack Lanza and his 
manager Bobby Heenan who 


brought about some sympathy for 
Dr. X before he left on his year- 
long tour of places like Australia, 
Hawaii and Japan. Dr. X found 
himself in a quarrel with Lanza 
and Heenan after they had worked 
well together in some tag team 
matches. The result was some 
bloody matches and Lanza pulling 
the mask off of Dr. X in Minnea- 
polis, Duluth, and Chicago. 

The story of Dr. X is a long 
involved one that I'll briefly recap 
now. It is involved because Dr. X 
is a man of changing moods and 
identities. When he first began 
wrestling as a professional under 
his real name, he was a simon- 
pure, scientific wrestler just as he 
had been in college. He had 
attended Syracuse University 
where he had won their athlete of 
the year award for 1952—53 for 
his participation on the football 
team that played in the Orange 
Bowl, and on the wrestling team, 
Despite his accomplishments on 
the gridiron and the fact he began 
participating on the wrestling 
team just to stay in shape for 
football, he soon found he en- 
joyed and was better at wrestling. 
He won three AAU titles, twice 
finishing as a runner-up (one 
year—2nd and one year—3rd) in 
National meets. In April of 1954 
as a graduate student he came in 
second out in San Diego. Dr. X is 
qualified to teach school or coach 
football so the title Doctor isn’t as 
far-fetched as many wrestling 
enthusiasts had thought. At any 
rate the Buffalo, New York, 
wrestler came to the midwest and 
did such a creditable job he was 
chosen by a Chicago wrestling 
publication as the Rookie of the 
Year for 1955. He continued to 
improve but his scientific style did 
not enable him to win any major 
titles, so he donned a mask and 
became the top masked attraction 
of the early 1960s as he called 
himself the Destroyer, and with 
the advantage of his mask, 
coupled with more brawling and 


illegal tricks to his scientific style 
he moved into the top ten in the 
ratings. 

And there he remained until the 
end of 1967 when Dr. X showed 
up and the Destroyer drifted off 
into oblivion. Only he knows for 
sure why he decided to exchange 
one secret identity for another but 
one reason probably was that 
many of the rumors about who 
the Destroyer actually was. were 
true. As Doctor X he wrestled 
dirtier than before, placing more 
reliance on the use of foreign ob- 
jects. One thing did not change 
with fhe changing of names and 


masks, and that was tlie use of his 
submigsion hold, the figure-4 leg- 


lock, to win the majority of his 
matches. 

And win the majority of his 
matches he did for the next three 
years. He came very close to de- 
throning AWA Champion Verne 
Gagne on a number of occasions 
and never suffered a decisive 
defeat at his hands, When he did 
not win, he either lost by disquali- 
fication, or in many occasions 
simply left the ring when he felt 
he might lose, so that he didn't 
run the risk of losing the match 
and thereby his mask and identity. 

AWA officials and promoters 
started to crack down on these 
actions. By this time Jim “Red” 
Osborne had come into the area 
and took the masked identity of 
Double X. The impact was so 
great that now Osborne is wrest- 
ling throughout the Louisiana— 
Arkansas—Oklahoma circuit as Dr. 
X. Meanwhile Big Bill Miller was 
signed to wrestle Dr. X up in the 
twin cities. Miller had been wrest- 
ling several years back as Dr. X 
and the bout was a natural. Miller 
beat Dr. X in the first fall with his 
backbreaker. Then a few minutes 
later used another backbreaker to 
win two straight falls. Dr. X was 
forced to unmask, but the face 
that was uncovered was that of 
Double X — Osborne had switched 
places with his tag partner after 
the first fall. A rematch was made

arena, The bout ended with Dr. X 
winning when Bobby Heenan 
interfered. That was the beginning 
of the Dr. X—BlackJack Lanza 
alliance that was split up by a 
misunderstanding between the 
two. Following a series of re- 
matches, Dr. X left for his world 
tour, again taking the Destroyer 
identity for the tour. 

And now Dr. X has returned. 
He has picked up his feud with 
Lanza where it left off and has a 
new one with former friends 
Anderson and Hennig and is also 
being matched against other un- 
popular midwest wrestlers. The 
incidents as they unfolded at the 
end of 1971 have created mass 
support for Dr. X. In return he has 
become friendlier with the fans, 
more cooperative with the tele- 
vision interviews. and gentlemanly 
in the ring. The fans hope that this 
latest personality switch, which 
closely resembles the man as he 
first began in the sport, will 
remain so permanently.

superior size who have been 
pinned by the exciting English- 
man, 

The only blot on Robinson’s 
record has been put there by 
Bobby Heenan, the arrogant 
manager of BlackJack Lanza. 
Feuding with Lanza and his inter- 
fering manager caused Robinson 
to request that he be given a 
S-minute match with Heenan, 
under the conditions that if he 
could not pin him in that time he 
would be considered the «loser. 
Through a combination of factors 
such as Bobby’s skill at stalling. 
luck. and dirty tactics such as 
eye-gouging and using foreign ob- 
jects. Heenan managed to barely 
last through most of the en- 
counters to be declared the 


winner, although he didn’t look 
the part when the bell would 
signal the end of the one-sided 
contests. 

The feud Robinson has going 
with Heenan and his star wrestler 
BlackJack Lanza began when tele- 
vision promoter Wally Karbo 
scheduled Robinson to wrestle 
Lanza in a TV match after Lanza 
was boasting of his television 
success and complaining for more 
competition. Wrestling fans watch- 
ing their TV screens saw Robinson 
pin Lanza’s shoulders for the 
count of three just as they had 
watched him pin Kobayashi. They 
then watched in horror as Heenan 
and Lanza double-teamed Billy 
and pounded him into near un- 
consciousness, attacking him from 
the rear after the match had been 
concluded. Lanza and Robinson 
have wrestled many times since 
then with Heenan interfering in 
some, causing Billy to be awarded 
a disqualification victory rather 
than a clear cut pin, but on many 
other occasions, Robinson has de- 
feated BlackJack, a few of these 
matches being handicap affairs 
where he has had to battle both 
Lanza and Heenan. 

Robinson’s style is unique and 
defies description. He depends 
largely on the tremendous 
strength in his legs and his incom- 
parable ability to use leverage. It is 
not unusual for him to turn his 
back on his opponent and put his 
arm behind his back, and if his 
opponent is foolish enough to 
grab the inviting hammerlock he 
will find he is quickly tied up into 
a hold to Billy’s adyantage. I have 
seen his foe in a prone position 
waiting for Billy to come off the 
ropes so he can be flipped by his 
legs, only to see Robinson turn a 
headspring off to one side, and 
ayoid being flipped. 

Billy possesses the brilliant 
maneuvers that spell the end of 
the match for his foe. His fayorite 
is his suplex hold in which he lifts 
his opponent up over his head and

drops him on his back with tre- 
mendous force while he bails out 
and is ready for the covering press. 
His other hold that guarantees 
victory is a backbreaker and like 
the suplex, Robinson can quickly 
apply the hold from a number of 
different positions or situations 
and does not depend on a set-up 
to be ready to apply it. 

Being a gentleman who prefers 
wrestling to brawling, Billy will 
seldom start the roughstuff and 
sometimes takes some needless 
punishment trying to compete in a 
strictly scientific nature. He has 
oftentimes been tossed out of the 
ring and has exhibited enormous 
courage and physical endurance to 
bounce back from some very bad 
tumbles. In return he can hand 
out punishment himself through a 
variety of excellent tricks and 
moyes such as kicking a man in 
the shins, throwing violent fore- 
arm smashes using the power of 
his elbow, holding onto his 
opponent’s leg and coming down 
full force from an extended 
position with a cannonball drop, 
or headbutts to the chin or neck, 

Although he prefers wrestling a 
single opponent, he has on several 
occasions participated in tag team 
matches, invariably on the 
winning side. With Don Muraco he 
did lose one encounter with Hen- 
nig & Anderson who used their 
illegal and double-teaming tactics 
to upend Muraco, but with Dr. X 
they defeated Hennig & Anderson; 
with Crusher he took 2 straight 
falls from Bockwinkel & Stevens; 
with AWA champ Verne Gagne as 
his partner he lost to Nick & Ray 
when Gagne ducked away and 
Bockwinkel went out over the top 
rope and the ruling was that Billy 
& Verne were disqualified; with 
Wilbur Snyder, Robinson avenged 
this loss; and also teamed with 
Snyder (a wrestler he admires very 
much) against BlackJack Lanza & 
BlackJack Mulligan. Robinson 
suffered the loss in the final fall in 
that match only because of inter- 


ference from Bobby Heenan 
which went undetected by the 
referee. 

Although Billy lost a battle 
royal when Heenan bumped into 
him as he was tossing out Lanza, 
Billy has won a couple of AWA 
battle royals, one in Fargo, N.D. 
When he and Ivan Koloff were the 
final two, and another in Mil- 
waukee when he managed to out- 
maneuyer not only Koloff, but 
Stevens and Bockwinkel as well. 

Billy Robinson is a wrestling 
fan’s wrestler. His humility comes 
across as he talks with respect 
about most of his rough oppon- 
ents and yet he is a man with 
confidence, that he can win the 
World’s Heavyweight title if given 
the chance. He is noted for 
courtesy and his willingness to 
oblige his fans. In the ring he 
comes across with an exciting 
style that has yet to be copied. He 
is a wrestler with a rare knowledge 
of scientific wrestling. He is most 
adept at blocking punches and 
karate chops. In a match with the 
veteran Angelo Poffo, he had the 
yeteran of more than 20 years 
shaking his head in amazement 
and bewilderment at the ease and 
flawless manner in which he 
applied holds. He is very proud of 
the match in which he pinned 
Edouard Carpentier. Billy Robin- 
son — to see him is to appreciate 
him, for he may very well be the 
best wrestler in the world!

no wrestler making the AWA cir- 
cuit who has not shown up after 
being advertised than Stevens. 
AWA Champion, Verne 
Gagne, after being an almost in- 
visible champion, has been defend- 
ing his title quite often lately 
against Steyens and Nick Bock- 
winkel. In almost every case 
Gagne has either been disqualified 
or won on disqualification. The 
Champion hiding behind this dis- 
qualification ruling is something 
that must be changed in the future 
just as much as the several champ- 
ions controversy in order to im- 
prove the image of the sport.

Danny 
Miller lost his first two Chicago 
matches, looking poorly in drop- 
ping his match to Bullinski, but 
quite sensational in his losing 
effort against Baron Von 
Raschke ... Two of the usual TV 
losers along the AWA Network, 
George Gadaski and Kenny Jay 
recently met and proved they 
were evenly matched, until 
Gadaski surprised Jay by neatly 
rolling him into a cradle after 
taking a body flip off the 
ropes... Out in San Francisco, 
Pat Patterson was fuming after his 
recent Cow Palace match with 
U.S. Champion, Rocky Johnson. 
Pat took the first fall after 
ramming Johnson into the ring- 
post, causing him to bleed. In the 
second fall, Johnson rammed 
Patterson head first into the post 
and soon after the referee stopped 
the match, ruling Pat was bleeding 
too much. Holding a one fall ad- 
yantage and knowing that Johnson 
was also bleeding sent Patterson 
into fits of wild, uncontrollable 
anger.

infuriated, snatched the can from 
the fan’s hand. When Pedro 
entered the ring Brower raced 
across and attacked Pedro, smash- 
ing the can of dogfood against 
Pedro’s head. Brower has also used 
chairs to leyel Pedro’s head. 
Blackjack Mulligan used his 
famous Claw on Pedro in many 
bouts that nearly saw Mulligan the 


winner. Mulligan at 6’ 7” and 312 
pounds towered over Pedro. He 
also gave Pedro rough moments 
but Pedro’s experience made the 
difference. 

Beautiful Bobby wasn’t too 
much of a problem for Pedro in 
several title bouts. That is not to 
say Bobby was an y mark but 
Bobby was not in the same class as 
Pedro. Tarzan Tyler and Crazy 
Luke Graham were the next two 
opponents for Pedro. Tyler came 
first. Their match at Madison 
Square Garden was a thrill from 
beginning to end. Pedro came very 
close to losing. In fact at one 
point Tyler had Pedro in a very 


bad way. He had given Pedro a 
Guillotine, a pet finisher of 
Tyler’s. Tyler then attempted 


another and this was when Pedro 
turned near defeat into victory by 
putting Tyler in a Jacknife for the 
pin. 

Luke Graham was another 
opponent who would try anything 
to win and often did. When Luke 
met Pedro in a match, anything 
was liable to happen and often 
did. Blood flowed between these 
two on many an occasion. Pedro 
took plenty of punishment from 
Crazy Luke’s Karate thumb 
thrust. Many a time both of them 
fought outside the ring as well. 
Pedro’s will to win was called up- 
on to come out on top in their 
battles. 

Jim Valiant the hero turned 
villain had several meetings against 
Pedro that saw Pedro come from 
behind to win in some of them. 
Jim’s Boston Crab nearly had 
Pedro done in on at least two 
meetings, but Pedro in trouble and 
in pain managed to outsmart Jim 
by tapping on Jim’s back. Jim 
thinking it was the referee signal- 
ing that he had won the bout, 
strutted around the ring, thinking 
he had become the new champion. 
With his back to Pedro, Pedro 
delivered a dropkick and diving 
off the top turnbuckle, pinned 
Jim. Pedro knew he had been in 


trouble against Jim. 

Stan Stasiak and Fred Blassie 
were the top two of Pedro’s 
opponents who came so very, very 
close to winning the World 
Championship. Even many of 
Pedro’s admirers have agreed to 
that. Most of their meetings 
against Pedro have been edge of 
the seaters, with blood a major 
factor. 

In earlier publications of ours 
we have given stories on Pedro 
against Stasiak. Pedro had to call 
on every ounce of breath and 
experience to carry him through, 
Their two meetings alone at the 
Garden will be talked about for a 
long time. Stasiak’s Heart Punch 
nearly made him champion and 
not even Pedro ever found a 
defense for it. 

Fred Bla the Pacific Coast 
Champion, was another who came 
mighty close to becoming World 
Champion. More often than not 
their matches ended in blood 
baths. Blassie claims he is the 
toughest and greatest wrestler 
there In his memorable meet- 
ings against Pedro, he just about 
proved it. 

Saying their matches were 
bouts is wrong. These were plain 
all-out wars. Pedro is still feuding 
with Bl and when he finds he 
is matched against him, he shakes 
his head. He knows what kind of 
night it will be. 

There have been many critics 
who say Pedro takes just too 
much punishment in the ring. 
They say Bruno Sammartino took 
punishment and came back to win 
but never took the punishment 
that Pedro has. That may be true 
in some respects but they are two 
different types of wrestlers, 
strongest wrestler in wrestling to- 
day. To say he is one of the 
greatest of all time. if not the 
greatest. isn’t exaggerating. Yet 
Bruno is built differently than 
Pedro. He is b r in body. He 
could easily pick up an opponent 
who more than doubled his 


weight. He could take a steady 
pounding and still come back as 
strong as when the match first 
started, 

Pedro is no less the champion. 
Sure he takes punishment in his 
matches. What wrestler doesn’t. 
The fact that he can come back to 
win, after taking a severe beating 
speaks much for Pedro. It is still 
too early to tell if Pedro will take 
his place among the all time 
greats. But he is getting there. 
Beating the likes of Blassie, 
Brower, Stasiak, Tyler, Graham 
shows he can meet the best and 
come out the winner. 

I think Pedro has what it takes 
to be truly great. He'll take his 
beatings and if he can come out 
on top, then his greatness will 
show through. So far he has done 
just fine...

A scientific match was next in 
the offering, and War Cloud again 
scored with the fans and 
promoters when he and Earl ‘Mr. 
Universe” Maynard went to an 
exciting draw. 

War Cloud asked for tougher 
competition, and as a result he 
was given a bout with The 
Professional for the Southern 
California Television 
Championship. Suni gained his 
first big win and title when the 
referee awarded the match and 
crown to the Indian, who has now 
been wrestling for some 10 years. 

Ray Mendoza, the great veteran 
from Mexico, was feuding at the 
time with Black Gordman and 
Goliath, Tag Team Champions. 
Ray’s favorite partner, Mil Mas- 
caras, was on a lengthy tour of 
Japan, so Mendoza searched for a 
man who could replace the ir- 
replacable Mascaras. What he 
found in the Southern California 


area was a young wrestler who was 
long on skill and determination, 
Suni War Cloud. 

Mendoza and War Cloud feuded 
with Gordman and Goliath for 
well over a seven week period, 
that included three title bouts, 
two of which were held in a 15 
foot high steel cage. Ray and Suni 
proved superior, at times, to Gord- 
man and Goliath, but came out 
minus the tag team belts. 

Meanwhile, War Cloud con- 
tinued to retain his television 
crown, a very unusual champ- 
ionship in that it must be de- 
fended each and eyery week. He 
held on to the belt, gamely, 
despite the repeated challenges of 
such stars as Kinji Shibuya, 
Goliath and Big Bull Ramos. 

In late April and throughout 
the entire month of May, War 
Cloud had one of wrestling’s 
wildest and bitterest feuds with 
the feared Bull Ramos. The hard 
feelings first ignited in a tag team 
affair in Los Angeles. Suni was 
teamed with “Classie” Freddie 
Blassie against Ramos and his 
favorite partner, John “The Gold- 
en Greek” Tolos. The two really 
went at it when they were match- 
ed up, and promoter Mike LeBell 
saw a natural grudge bout in the 
making. War Cloud, the popular 
and scientific Yaqui Indian, and 
Ramos, the yery unpopular and 
brutal Apache. The two were 
signed immediately to meet in a 
big Indian ys. Indian bout. War 
Cloud continued his winning ways 
by picking up the victory. 

But Big Bull Ramos was not yet 
satisfied. He demanded a rematch 
with War Cloud, Suni agreed 
under only one condition: That 
the two meet in an Indian Strap 
match to a finish. To those readers 
who aren’t familiar with the rules 
of a strap match, both combatants 
were tied together by an eight 
foot piece of leather, called a 
thong. Once the bell rings, any- 
thing and everything goes. Chok- 
ing, gouging, fouling of any kind, 
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no time limit, and no holds 
barred. 

The two met on the night of 
May 21, 1971. Ramos, the rough- 
er and 70 pounds heavier wrestler, 
evened the score by winning the 
hard-fought pier six brawl,. with 
his rough-house tactics. 

What that meant, simply, was 
that War Cloud had to start all 
over from the bottom of the 
ratings. He breezed to two 
impressive wins at the expense of 
two lesser-known masked men, 
Mr. “*X”” and The Mask. 

He then settled for wrestling 
primarily in tag team matches. His 
first partner was Earl Maynard, 
the muscular and articulate grap- 
pler from the West Indies. They 
picked up a few wins here and 
there, but never really seemed to 
click as a team. 

War Cloud then decided to 
select his first permanent partner. 
He looked from Coast to Coast. 
He had been wrestling in Hawaii 
with fellow Indian grappler, Steve 
Little Bear, but Steve was booked 
exclusively in the Pacific North- 
west. It was in the Northwest area 
that he found “Great Snuka”, a 
young Indian that had been really 
drawing the raves of knowledgable 
mat fans. 

He and Snuka started wrestling 
in Southern California rings, and 
soon had developed fine team 
work, It was then that the two 
were invited to participate in the 
N.W.A. 1971 Tag League Series in 
Japan. They were joined by such 
teams as Cowboy Laine and Cow- 
boy Ellis, Paul Jones and Nelson 
Royal, and Killer Auston and 
Killer Kowalski. Their opposition 
was in the form of such great 
Japanese teams as Big Shohei Baba 
and Yoshimura, and Antonio 
Inoki and Seiji Sakaguchi. They 
spent seven weeks in the “Land of 
the Rising Sun” gaining victories 
and the plaudits of the fans as 
they went. 

Since the end of the Tag 
League, War Cloud has returned to 


Los Angeles to make California his 
main base of operation. Suni’s 
speed, acrobatic, and aerial 
manueyers have made him a very 
popular performer, and once he 
attains eyen more world-wide 
exposure he'll surely prove to be 
one of the top wrestling stars of 
the ’70’s.

later. Shortly after that I started 
working at a tire company during 
the day and going to night school, 
I decided that if I couldn’t be a 
professional wrestler I may as well 
get my degree and be a physical 
education instructor. At first 
everything went well. I was so 
happy being Karen’s husband and 
coming home to her every night 
that nothing else mattered. But it 
wasn’t long before | started stay- 
ing out late after my classes, sit- 
ting in the audience at every local 
wrestling match and forgetting I 
had a wife waiting for me at 
home. 

So the fights started. At first I 
thought maybe Karen thought I 
was seeing another woman those 
nights. But when I told her I was 
honest to God just watching the 
matches, she yelled, “Another 
woman could be better! I don’t 
mind competing with a female, 
but competing with a silly, brutal 
sport is too much to bear!” 

We’d kiss and make up, and I'd 
stay home with her for a few 
nights or take her to a movie or 
something, but then I’d start slip- 
ping back out to the matches. I 
knew most of the wrestlers, and I 
started hanging around with them 


all the time. I hated my job, I 
didn’t really enjoy shcool, and my |’ 


wife didn’t understand my passion 
for wrestling. All I really had that 
mattered were those evenings I 
spent with the guys. 

It got to be too much for 
Karen. One night she approached 
me, perfectly calm, and said, “I 
guess I got what I deserved.
